ris my understanding har Allandale's 
VMU Opt In/Opr Que (01/00) 
Application will go before rhe Planning 
Commission and then the Cty Counc 
for approval, modification, or disap- 
proval in late April or eariy May. If 
Council votes to disapprove ANAS 
application and apply VMU zoning to 
all the properties on the Allandale side 
of Burnet Road and Anderson Lane, 
‘we could see our population more than 
double over the next 15 years, with a 
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tunnel of 30 10 60 foot tall buildings 
consisting of apartments over retail sit- 
ting some 20 m 25 feet from Burner 
Road and Anderson Lane, going 
straight up. 

Many of you sil don't know what 
VMU is, and I can appreciate that Ir is 
very complex, The ciry ordinance is 
about an inch thick. However, when 
jou see the fist VMU projec ar Bur- 
ner and Lawnmont go up in the near 
famure, you wil havea vivid picture of 
what the Ciny wants for us and all 
neighborhoods along what they call 

‘transi corridors 

Maybe you think this could be grand 
‘Perhaps you think Burner Road is an 
eyesore and anything would be better 
‘than ir is- now But pleas think through 
the consequences of this type of devel 
opment. Weigh the positives and nega- 
tives and the venil effect on Allandale.

in Austin, Texas seeking payment of 
part of our legal fees a they eate to 
our lawsuit, We have incurred expenses 
due to the chim filed against us by Lin- 
‘cola Properties and have fled to be 
secompensed for those expenses, 

This peridon will be heard on April 
1th at 9:00AM in the 200eh Judicial 
Disiet Court of Travis County in the 
Travis County Courthouse. Once this 
marter is taken care of, we will be filing 
an appeal of the original verdict ftom. 
November of 2007. This appeal will be 
before the Texas Court of Appeals. 

This case is a long way from being 
over. The City o£ Austin has paid legal 
fees in excess of $625,000 at the rate of. 
‘ver $400 an hour. Ar the same time, 
Allandale has incurred legal expenses in 
excess of $60,000, and RGAN has 
incurred expenses above that. ANA 
and its membership feel strongly that 
Austin, or any City, should abide by its 
own ondinances. Case law is specific ro. 
this issue. Regardless of whether 
Austin violated its own ordinances in 


the past, the City is no more above the 


law than are the citizens of Austin. 
This case has merir, and we believe 
tha we wil ultimately prevail in a court 
of law: Allandale has long maintained 
that this is nor an issue for or against 
Wal-Mart Itis abour rhe Cty making 
decisions thar impact citizens without 
providing citizen public hearings ANA 
wil continue to stand up for oue rights 
in this marter, Adequate hearings ensure 
common knowledge and provide a 
forum to bring to light erica issues 
associated with large super discount cen- 
ters, regardless of who builds them.
